ere was a time when the Mexican 
finances were as puzzling as the Schles- 
wig-Holstein question. They are no longer 
involved in what seemed: inextricable con- 
fusion.’ During his first term President 
Diaz, aided by mercantile concerns, con- 
ducted the government without’ severe 
financial stress. The reforms that 
he made in the military and civil service 
sufficed to make the receipts and expenses 
measurably correspond. The average an- 
nual révenue from 1867 to 1877 had been 
only $16,000,000, owing to the inability of 
the government to collect more, as well as 
to the depressed condition of the country. 
But when the blunders and wastefulness 
the ales administration (1880-84,) 
combined with the railroad subsidies, had 
depleted the treasury, the financial situa- 
tion created 1 gloomiest forebodings. 
President, Diaz, who had been re-elected 
in 1884, met the emergency with his cus- 
tomary resolution. With the full concur- 
rence of Congress he cohsolidated. the 
public debt and effected an agreement 
with the British bond-holders whereby 
the payment of interest was resumed on 
the securities held by them, amounting 
to about $65,000,000. This heroic act of 
national honesty was, politic as well as

Small Farms. 
For many years Eastern farmers have 
@neered at the idea of making a living 


* upon anch small tracts of land as are cul- 


tivated in California, but the experience 
of the past few years, when they have 
Deen scarcely able to keep themselves in 
food from a quarter-section.of wheat, is 
®ausing them to change their views on 
this subject. In the States west of the 
Mississippi River farms are Still, as a 
Tule, very large, but in the Eastern States 
they are becoming smaller from year to 
year, Writing upon this subect a corre- 
Wondent of the American Cultivator says: 

“This, instead of being an unfavorable 
Range in agriculture, is really beneficial. 
One of the curses of our farming system 
Ras been the spreading so that no 
part of the farm has been roughly cul- 
tivated. It costs more to cultivate indiffer- 
Mees large acreage than it does a Small 


meme very thoroughly, and the returns are 


renn the second than in the first in- 
nin the first case the land also 
deteriorates in fertility, while in 


‘Pioneer stage, and even the old-settled 


nn improves. Many farmers, 
pwever, cannot be induced to accept this, 
me mt seaet they do not give up their 


» farm and devote more time to the other 


half. The gradual settlement of the coun- 
try alone makes them adopt small farms 
in preference to larze ones. ‘The high 
price of land aud consequent high taxes 
soon show them the-wisdom of selling as 
much off the farm as possible, and re- 
doubling their efforts in making the amall 
farm produce more than ever before. d 

“The present hard times show that the 
farmers who-have small holdings get 
along better than those with large farms. 
It is an easier matter for the farmers on 
limited acres to change the method of 
their work, and to grow crops that Will 
suit the home market. On the large farms 
there are only a few staple..crops that 
they can raise, and if these decline in 
price they have to suffer severely, and, 
pay very likely be forced to continue the 
‘cultivation of the same kinds of produets. 
The most profit comes from the small 
farm in many ways. Taxes are smaller, 
less hired labor is required, and less ex- 
pensive machinery. The farmer has the 
whole machinery of his farm under his 
control, and he can watch the leaks in the 
business, and reduce expenses in many 
ways. In times of commercial depression 
large business firfms that are compelled to 
be under heavy expenses to conduct their 
business at all suffer more than the small 
firms, where a small-paying business can 
be carried on successfully. The same ap- 
plies to the large and small farms. In 
the future the number of small farms 
must rapidly increasé, and the large ones 
will correspondingly decrease.“ 

To get ,the best returns out-of u small 
tract of land it must be irrigated, 80 that 
crops can be raised several times @ year. 
This is where California has the advantage 
of the Western and Bastérn States, or at 
least of those where irrigation ts not prac- 
ticable. Even where it is practicable the 
climate of those sections will not permit 
of anything like the same results that are 
obtained in this State. It is here, espe- 
cially in Southern California, that the 
small farm Afid intense culture of the soil 
have been brought to their highest de- 
velopment. Even here, however, there 
is a tendency among new-comers to seek 
to cultivate too much land. This is à 
great mistake. It is not the amount of 
land that a man owns which determines 
his income, but the product of the land 
which he cultivates. There is much work 
in connection with irrigating, and the man 
who tries to irrigate too lartze an area 
of land is bound to make a failure of it. 


Gardening Here and Abroad. 

In a recent article on horticulture in 
England and America, Garden and Forest 
admits that in this direction the United 
States is behind the old country. 

On the other hand, no part of the world 
has ever, in the same time, shown such 
an enormous growth in the business of 
nurserymen and florists as has taken 
place in this country during the past ten 
or twenty years. Much of our horticul- 
tural Uterature, ‘periodical and other, will 
compare favorably in quality with any in 
the world. From all parts of the country 
we hear of projects for arboreta and 
botanic gardens, and although many ot 
these are crude they are all evidences of a 
prevalent desire among people to do some- 
thing in the interest of scientific horti- 
culture. Opportunities for studying. *. 
theory and practice of gardening are 
offered in several of our agricultural coi- 
leges, and there is an increasing effort 
among young people to acquire a knowl- 
edge of trees and shrubs and flowers. 
Noteworthy, too, is the effort of our grow- 
ing towns and cities to secure areas for 
parks and public gardens. Besides this 
we already have parks and private places, 
which, for unity and consistency of de- 
sign, for breadth and simplicity of treat- 
ment and for the absence of features es- 
sentially petty and vulgar, are -not ex- 
celled by any in the world, and inquirers 
for advice from competent landscape-gar- 
deners are. increasing 
year. 

Gardens which should be pictures ot 
peace, do not naturally find a place in a 
country where life is a continual struggle 
with the untamed forces of nature. Large 
portions of our country aré still in the 


regions have not advanced entirely be- 
yond the influence of frontier: traditions. 
We have inherited the idea that forests 
are inhospitable; that woodlands at the 
best are only waste lands, and it is only 
of late years that there has been any de- 
velopment of the sentiment of affection 
here for trees and native wild growth. 


The subjugation of nature has been carried | 


on with needless cruelty, and yet, as our 
surroundings have become more stable and 
secure, garden-art has kept pace fairly well 
with other humanizing and civilizing in- 
fluences. When we once thoroughly learn 


‘| the great lesson that the highest art is 


found in following suggestions of nature, 
and endless variety of climate and of sea- 
son awaits our effort, and with an untold 
wealth of native plants, America should 
have the most effective and diversified 
gardens in the world. N 


State Horticultural Society — J uly 
Meeting. 


_A small attendance greeted the opening 

of the session of the, State Horticultural 
Society on Friday of last week. Many 
fruit-growers were too busy with their 
fruit harvest and other orchard work to be 
present, but the meeting Was, as usual, 
highly interesting and instructive.”

Mr. Le- 
long, of the committee, expressed the 
opinion that the suggestion — heretofore 
made to have it published by the State 
Board of Horticulture should be aban- 
doned, and that the State Horticultural So- 
ciety should publish the work in its own 
name and receive the credit for it. No 
ee action was taken in this connec- 

on. 
Mr. Rowley called attention to a pub-

J @uring the past year or two. Cuts of 


T. Bancroft’s machine when set up look 
much like those of the Wass Cylinde: 
| Grader, shown for some time past in the 
advertising columns“ of the California 
Fruit. Grower. .The main difference is 
that the first four or six feet of the cylin- 
der through which the prunes are passed 
consist of a sheet iron cylinder studded 
with thousands of short, sharp needle 
points which puncture the fruit in hun- 
dreds of places as it passes over them on 
its way to the lower end of the machine 
where the grading is effected by devices 
somewhat similar to the Wass machine: 
Mr. Bancroft thinks that a machine of 
reasonable size and cost, made to revolve 
about forty-five times per minute, will 
treat some twenty-four tons of. fruit per 
day of ten hours. Although he has had 
no opportunity us yet to test his machine 
with prunes, Mr. Bancroft has tried it with 
cherries, and exhibited samples of cher- 
ries dried akter puncturing with this 
machine. The fruit shown was of excel- 
lent quality, and testified to the advan- 
tages of the new appliance in the matter 
of preparing cherries at least. 

After the reading of Mr. Bancroft’s paper 
a discussion of the relative merits of per- 
forating and dipping in hot lye took place, 
in which the merits of each system were 
set forth. Prof. Allen had knowledge of 
the workings. of the perforators and be- 
lieved that, in many respects, they are afi 
improvement upon the dipping process, al- 
though his advocacy of the machi al- 
ready in use in the Santa Clara Valley 
was not unqualiſſed. He freely admitted 
several Advantages, but believed the lye 
process, if properly applied, would nearly 
abways produce satisfactory results. He 
believed the perforating process, however, 
cheaper than the other. Besides some 
other advantages,.Prof. Allen valued highly 
that of being able to dispense with hot 
fires, boiling lye, etc., that are a neces- 
sary part of the present process of hand- 
ling prunes. Mr. Wilcox believed the per- 
forator did far more satisfactory work than 
lye, and-said that his ‘experience proved 
conclusively to him that the fruit that 
was perforated dried better and cured far 
more uniformly and without frog bel- 
lies.“ He emphasized this point especi- 
ally, and stated Wat the necessary ex- 
pense of curing aiid preparing fruit treated 
by the perforator was much less than by 
the lye process. 355 

Opinions regarding thé relative merits 
of Mr. Baneroft’s machine and that al- 
ready in use to some extent in the State 
seemed rather to incline toward the older 
machine;, though, of course, this point can 
de decided only by use and experience. 
The claim has been made that prunes dry 
heavier if perforated, but Prof. Allen did 
not think this to be the case. He urged 
careful notes by users of the new appli- 
ances to the end of learning positively 
something of value regarding them by the 
end of the present prune season. It was 


little longer time to cure than those 
treated with lye, yet it was believed by 
some that the methed of perforation will 
eventually supersede: the other now mostly 
in vogue.

Outlook for Canned Goods. 
Our letters continue to show that sugar 


July 20. The great corn camning com- 
panies, however, have in about the same 
acreage. Taken altogether, the acreage 
will be somewhere between 50 and 60 per 
cent. of last season’s. The condition 80 
far has been favorable, but rain is now 
needed for it nearly everywhere, and if 
not soon gotten the yield will be reduced 
and the packing season for it abnormally 
shortened. 

Taken altogether, the prospects for the 
canned corn pack would be for about a 
half pack as compared with 1893. But the 
pack of 1893 was not consumed; there is a 
good remainder of it lying by mainly in 
distributers’ hands and hoping for a mar- 
ket. Were. the general prosperity an 
average of the past six years, there would 
not be canned corn enough in sight and 
prospect to hold the price down to 75 cents 
for ordinary corn; but all the environments 
are unfavorable. to prices higher than now 
quoted; potatoes will be cheap, and they 
have a direct effect on the value of canned 
corn and peas, especially in hard times. 
Half of our industrious are idle, and the 
bands still employed are daily having 
wages reduced, so the cash in the purchas- 
ing market (the masses) is being reduced; 
hence, if we have on September 30 only 
about 70 per cent. as much canned corn 
in sight as we had on the same date last 
year, t will be as much ass we need.

Foreign Fruit Supply: 
The falling off of the importation ot 
fruit from foreign ‘ports this year {8 fe- 
markable, says the New England Grocer. 
Duritig the first six weeks of the present 
year there have been imported at New 
York only $21,655 worth of oranges, as 
against $142,961 imported during the same 
period last year. The importations of 
raising have fallen off from $86,840 to 616, 
855, and that of nuts from $195,216 to 3114.

The low price of grain 
discguraged him, and he sold most of his 
farm stock, and tried raising hay, for | 
which his farm was well adapted. The 
second year he could not sell hay at any 
price, and he returmed to dairying, but 
as he only milked his cows seven months 
‘in a year, and that when butter prices 
were low, he found that unprofitable, 
and he sold some of his cows. 
The man who bought them talked to 
him about winter dairying, and gave him 
some copies of a dairy paper, He decided 
‘to subscribe for the paper, had his cows 
served by a Jersey bull in April, sowed 
corn and built a silo. In the fall bought 
four more fresh cows. en he began 
weighing milk and cream and. testing 
the cream by churning separately, by 
which means he was lead to sell some of 
the cows that he had thought pretty good. 
In 1892 he bought a Babcock milk tester 
and a Laval separator. Has now hae ha 
one cows and thirteen heifers. ate 
The cows are all young, mostly of his 
own raising, and they give milk eleven 
months in a year, which yields him an 


for which he gets 25 cents a pound the 
year round, besides having milk and but- 


ter for family use, and skimmed milk 


for pigs and calves. The paper helped to 
teach him that the cows needed kind treat- 
ment, proper food and ‘bedding, and most 
of all a warm stable, and now he finds 
dairying a proflable business. 
He does not see how any one can make 
a success of farming without a herd of 
good cows and feeding them well; nor 
how a man with ten or fifteen cow can 
afford to do without a separator. 
If you find it difficult to have milk 
fresh and sweet, after it is: delivered in 
the village a mile or two from the farm, 
how do you suppose they get the milk 
supply in New York, some of Which ‘is 
brought over three hundred miles in all 
conditions of weather. Those- who supply. 
it say the only secret is in thorough cien- 
liness from the milking to the delivery, 
and proper care after the milking.

What the “Autopsy Showed—Sand- 
ford Taken into Custody and 
Locked Up on a Charge of Mur- 
der—The Tnqaest. 


‘Sematora is now lodged at the 
County Jail awaiting trial on a charge of 
murder. After thirty-six hours of intense 
suffering Antonio Valdez, the victim of
